TILTON’S SUPPLEMENTARY STATE- 
MENT. 

New York; July 24.—The Brooklyn Argus this 
afternoon publishes a supplementary statement 
from Tilton in the form of an interview with one 
of its reporters, in which Tilton says all accounts 
of his cross-examinations by the Committee 
have been incorrect, one-sided, and half-mali- 
cious misrepresentations of him, furnished to 
reporters by the counsel of the Committee, for 
which the Committee themselves are not re- 
sponsible. The latter bave a grave case on their 
hands, and are wise enough to acknowledge its 
gravity, but their counsel are full of tricks and 
stratagems to belittle and distort it. They will 
in the end be the two worst beaten attorneys 
who ever conducted a case. 

THEY HAVE MADE A HIDEOUS BLUNDER 
in diverting their examination from facts at 
issue into an inquiry into the names and char- 
acters of his (Tilton’s) female acquaintances. 
This gives him the right to a counter - inquiry into 
the standing of the ladies of Mr. Beecher’s ac- 
quaintance. He informed the Committee yee 
terday that he deprecated such a plan of battle, 
but, if forced upon him by the Committee's 
counsel, he co draw asword with two edges 
to their one. If this new aspect is to character- 
ize the remainder of the controversy, it would 
be better for Beecher if he had never been born. 
Replying to the statement printed in this morn- 
ing’s papers that he told the Commit- 
tee he had no other evidence of 
Beecher’s adultery except what Mrs. Tilton told 
bim, Tilton said to the reporter: I wish you 
would do me the favor to say, through the col- 
umns of the Argus, that though I have hitherto 
decliaed being interviewed concerning my ap- 
arauce before the Committee, and have stead- 
astly remained silent concerning the proceed- 
ings in the Committee. yet the above report, 
coming as it does from the Committee's counsel, 
is an absolute fabrication. I told the Commit- 
tee distinctly that

Fifth--Any citizen of good repute, living in 
the ward, shall be entitled to join, provided his 
business allows him to be present at fires when- 
ever they ont. 

Sizth—The expenses to be paid by snbscrip- 
tion and voluntary contributions. 

Mr. Kadish moved that each section be voted 
upon separately. 

MR. ZIMPEL, 

the leader of the Commmnistic forces, now rose, 
and said that he and the workingmen of the 
ward were opposed to oreanizing such a com- 
pany, because it was gotten up in the interest of 
the aristocrats.

Mr. C. C. P. Holden, as an old fireman, feared 
there Would be great difficulty nm creating such 
a company as was desired, He did not believe 
that twenty-five mem gould be found in the ward 
who would join, it, std attend regularly at fires. 
The thing was impracticable, he thought, so 
long as we had a paid Fire Department. The 
ward was already pretty well supplied with 
engines. There were other troubies, o un- 
derwriters, not only of this but other 
cities, had sent abroad false impressions of 
the situation here. Yet the agents of these very 
underwriters would insure aay rookery they 
could find ; would insure them at high figures 
and at low rates, thus inducing owners ef prop- 
erty to fire their own premises, These under- 
writers, too, were doing their utmost to discred- 
it our Fire Department, to secure changes without 
knowing just what change to make. He believed 
that Marshal Benner, sgainst whom they were 
especially virulent, was an excellent Chief, and 
in the case of all but the late big fire had ac- 
quitted himself admitably. In that case he was 
powerless for want of water, and for other 
causes. The real want of the city was from five 
to fifteen more well manned engines, in addition 
to those we had. Yet, if it should be so decid 
he would be willing, for one, to take hold an 
help organize the proposed company. 

Ald. Clark thought the company would be use- 
ful in keeping back the crowd of thieves that 
congregate at fires.

A GREAT DEAL OF LITIGATION 
is both threatened and going on at the present 
time within the borders of tne Teriitory. Some 
of it has grown out of conilicts between parties as 
to the right of ownership in mineral lands, but 
the most extensive litication, and that which in- 
volves some new points of law, is likely soon to 
occur and engage the attention of the coutts of 
the several Judicial Districie for some time to 
come. It grows out of what maybe termed 
prior vested rights in tho use of water for irri- 
gating purposes. Both private individuals and 
corporations are likely to be involved to a con- 
siderable extent im a series of pei plexing suites. 
The Union Colony, whose headquarters are at 
Greeley, is about getting out injunctions against 
certain parties in Larimer County to restrain 
them from the use of certain water for irrigating 
purposes. This is a case where a corporation is 
arrayed against the people, while, on the other 
hand the people of EI Paso County have caused 
an injunction to be served on the Colorado 
Springs Company for encroaching upon the 
rior vested rights of certain private individuals. 
Ine water with which the town is irrigated is 
taken from the Fountain, a small but never-fail- 
ing stream. Much feeling exists over the sub- 
ject, ag it is virtually a conflict between the 
agriculturists and the town-lot epeculators. 
The former claim that by the improper use of 
the water, through the manner in which itis 
diverted by the latter, crops valued at hundreds 
of thousand of dollars will most likely die dur- 
ing the present season. The Springs Com- 
pany maintan that the water which they 
take is absolutely necessary to keep the 
shade-trees of the town _ alive. The 
Grangers have taken the matter in hand, and 
their sympathies are all with the people. In

by reason of the fact that parties are beginning 
to divert, maliciously, the course of streams 
and ditches, merely to annoy and embarrass par- 
ties beyond them. Personal violence has re- 
sulted, and, in one instance, a terrible homicide 
was perpetrated. New precedents must be es- 
tablished regarding riparian rights ere the diffi- 
cult — can be solved and conflicting inter- 
ests harmonized. 
In this city, the water-question greatly agitates 
the people. During the present summer, the 
supply for the shade-trees ornamenting the side- 
walks and for the gardens has been inadequate.

ef our fields and damage the crops, * 
think of this general draining system?

It will not pay to lay drains except where the 
water will stand and etagnate for some days 
after a rain, or, more properly, where the water 
must be evaporated from the surface. Whien 
we inquire carefuily, we will find only a small 
propersion of our land that will be really bene- 
fi by tile-draining. In many cases a little 
management in yer « by laying out the lands 
properly, and by dead-furrows, the surface-wa- 
ter can be discharged, without much real extra 
labor; it being more io the planning of the 
lands and the dead-furrow than in the labor. 
Heavy upland clays need deep breaking up, 
when they will be capable of . absorbing the sur- 
face-water that cannot readily pass off, and that 
is what these soils need, to hold the value of the 
subsoil, Soils that are naturally porons need 
ne underdraining, unless they are so low that 
the water cannot pass off, or have a tenacious 
subsoil for a base. It is in subsoils that tile- 
draiuing is of great advantage, as it prevents 
saturation. The soil needs be moist for the 

rowth of plants, and the soil must be reduced 

o that condition that this can be maintained. 
On rolling land that is tenacious we resort to 
deep culture, while on flat lands the under- 
drains take the place of this, and shallow cul- 
ture answers our purpose, as the soil is naturally 
more open, being filled with humus, or vegetable 
mold, that separates the particles of clay, and 
thus makes it friable. We need tiles laid in the 
low places to discharge the surplus water that 
gathers there; and this is about all that neods 
underdraining, Where a low place crosses a 
field, it is very desirable to bave a drain, as the 
dead-fuirows lead the rainfall to such a place to 
be discharged. 

SILVER-LEAF POPLAR. 
Tusco.a, III., July 15, 187. 

Mr. Run "—Sim: Will you please inform me 
how to atterly destroy, in the quickest- manner, root 
and branch, these abominable nuisances called the 
Abele or snowy-leaf poplar? I planted a row of them 
just north of my house, in the yard, ten years ago, and 
I have regretted it for the past five years, The sprouts 
came uy all over the yard and iu the garden, and are 
an intolerable nuisance. If lL Should bore a two-inch 
augur-hole in the body of the tree, and fill it with some 
acid, alkali, or coal-oul, would the roots, as well as the 
body, be killed thereby 7? What would be most effec- 
tive? Would not some such application killthe roots 
more effectually than girdling the tree in the eld of 
the moon in August? 

THE LARCH AND INSECTS. 

I noticed in the New York TZridune, some weeks 
indes, a.emall item to the effect tha the larch in 
Kurope was being killed bxsome insect or blight, aud 
that it would feliow such trees imported, I Lad in- 
tended fo planta grove of them next spring; but, if 
they are not a safe tree, I will plant the black-wailnnt.

of any operation otherwise, we may safely deny 
it, and yet Byron says there is mischief in the 
moon, but it is not to be applied to the killing of 
trees at its full in August. 

While the sprouting of the silver poplar de- 
tracts from its value, I should dislike to part 
with it; In the street, or in the grass-land, it is 
lees troublesome, and then it has such 8s wealth 
of snowy leaves, that moro than repays for the 
cutting of a few sprouts annnally. I 
have two trees on my lawn now, more than a 
font in diameter and 30 feet hich, that I could 
not be tempted to cut down; and vet they send 
up more or less sprouts snnually, but those go 
with the weeds when mowing the lawn, and are 
no great trouble; if too large forthe scythe, 
the sharp edge of a hatchet cleans them out. 

The larch, in common with all trees, has its 
enemies that prey upon it. and at times do it 
serious damage; but, in the instance alluded to, 
there is 

PROBABLY NO CAUSE OF ALARM 

more than usual. In this country, north of 39 
deg., and as far west as the rainy region, the 
larch appears todo remarkably well, In my 
grounds it is making vigorous growth; the older 
trees will now cut two lengths of fence-posts, 15 
years planted ; and the young plantation, 3 years 
old, is very fine, though the May-beetle 
destroyed half the plants the first vear by 
eating the bark from the roots. Since then they 
have done it no damage, and tbe growth is 3 to 
4 feet a year. As far south as Tuacola, I should 
greatly prefer the larch to the black-walnut. 

There is no need of importing plants from 
Europe, as millions are annually grown at Wau- 
kegan, im this State. On the advice of 
Robert Douglass, of Waukegan, I planted 
2,000 Earopean spruce last spring, all 
of which are making a good growth. The 

lants were small, costing about $15 per m. 

bus far my red cedars are doing well, and will 
soon be of size for fence-posts; and last spring 
I cut several hundred of them for vineyard- 
stakes. Farmers will find timber-growing 

AS PROFITABLE AS CORN OR GRASS-GROWING, 
but the crop is longer in maturing. 

It is said that practice makes perfect, and this 
is true to a large extent. In planting larch 
and Osage, we are liable to a large loss 
if the I 4 is followed dy dry, 
windy weather. To prevent this, we must have the 
land for the larch-plantation and the hedge- 
row prepared in the fall, and then set the plants 
as soon as the frost is out of tne ground. In 


case of the larch, the plants start their growth 
early, and we must have themin the ground 
early, while the low spring temperature may 


protect them, forthey begin growth at a low 


temperature. The Osage is the reverse. Yet 
the plants of the later stand better if set on 
land that has bad some time to settle compactly, 
so that it may hold the moisture ; but this is not 
the cage with land recently plowed. If followed 
by a dry spell, the plants set in new-plowed land 
are liable to die. ling aids it to some extent, 


but this remedy is only partial, and the only 


safe course to pursue is the antumn-prepara- 
tion. Before setting, if the surface is dry, the 
barrow should be freely used; but set early if 
the land is quite wet. The larch will start into 
growth at once, while the sol will 
more firmly close about the roots of 
the Osage, and, by holding moisture, insure a 
ag stand. By attending to these little matter 
n th 


e setting we may 
INSURE A GOOD STAND 


every season. In Scotland, the larch-plants are 
set in February ad March, when the skies have 
an almost constant dripping, or the weather is 
foggy. That kind of weather is favorable to the 
handling of all kinds of conifers, as the roots 
cannot be ruined by drying winds and hot sun, 
as with us. For this reason, we must protect 
the roots from both wind and sun. 


The present season has many lessons of this 


kind in the setting of the larch and the Osage, 
and we may as well make a note of it, and see if 
it cannot be overcome. We must summer-faliow 
our hedge-rows and the land for our Jarch-plan- 
tations. We shall not presume to instruct the 
nurserymen on this point, who lose so much 
late-planted stock on newly-prepared land. In 
a favorable season they have good luck; but, in 
case of dry weather following the planting, they 
are in the same ubfortunate condition of the 
larch and Osage planters.

duced by forests ; 
water surface is 64 per cent less in the forest than 
elsewhere. Evaporation is increased by the motion 
of the atmosphere, and this motion is repressed by a 
bolt of timber, hence the importance of shelter belts 
ent droughts. The debris of the 
wshwood, etc., greatly retard evapora- 
tion from the surface of the ground, Open ground 
leses 100 cubic inches of water by evaporation in the 
same time that uncleared ground loses only 15 inches, 
and forest ground cleared of brush wood loses 38 inches. 
Hence, the water-supply of springs depends greatly 
upon the protection afforded by uncleared woods, 
One pound of barley requires 700 pounds of water 
during ite growth and for its maturity. A tree re- 
uires a much larger proportionate quantity of water, 
d from which timber had been removed becomes 
swampy, and is drained’ again when new plantations 
grow up. Forests do not increase the rainfall to any 
extent, except upon mountains and in bot climates. 
Only three-vurths as much rain reaches the ground 
in a forest as in the open country, The rest is

This case of the Louisiana Federal and State 
officials vs. Pinchback has been, from the first, 
of no little interest. It has involved issues 
seemingly but little understood by the outside 
world, It has carried in its train a world of 
prejudices that, seemingly all potent, have been 
sedulously hidden from the public gaze. That 
these, in their aggregate, have had far more to 
do with Mr. Pinchback’s case than the seeming 
quibble as to a formal recognition of the 
Kellogg Government, few Louisiana politicians, 
at least, but profess to believe. 

Mr. Pinchback formed no unimportant part of 
the Warmoth Administration, In all the bitter 
partisan wars, he had been its firm friend and 
ally. As such, he had incurred the well-known 

DEADLY HOSTILITY OF THE FEDERAL OFFICIALS. 
Between these Federal officials and Gov. War- 
moth, it was a life-and-death struggle for con- 
trol of the State. Through their reckless and 
unwarranted interference, it became virtually a 
war between the State and Federal Govern- 
ments, 

As opposed to the Governor, aside from the 
power and influence of the Federal officials, 
there was understood to bea far weightier one 
in the rear. As generally conceded, the Gov- 
ernor was looked upon with no little disfavor by 
the President himself. Whatever the actual 
facts, the belief was sedulously cultivated, at 
hands of the Federal officials, that the crushing 
out of Gov.

8. O. WALKER, 

was continued by Mr. Ssett yesterday morning. 
Being questioned, be stated that be took no 
memorandum of evidence of his father’s mental 
condition until May 11, after the marriage. He 
considered that transaction such an outrageous 
imposition that he remained at home almost en- 
tirety thereafter, and took notes of whatever oc- 
curred until Mr. Walker's death. He was not at 
home during the daytime until the llth, but was 
at home almost every night. He stayed with bis 
father on the night of his death until 9 o’elock, 
and then went to bed, leaving bim in the care of 
a cousin. He wrote his diary daily after May 11. 
and put down all facts, however they tended. 
The idea was proposed by Mr. Small on occasion 
of a visit to him to consult with regard to the 
marriage. He was in the habit of jotting down 
facts and words regularly each morning, and 
also at the moment. 

Witness meationed several persons who were 
in the sick-room with him, by night and day. He 
was himself with his father during the greater part 
of the time. On the morning of May. 7 deceased 
refused to take his breakfast unless the nurse 
and another person present shoyld take a drink 
with him. The nurse, upon being asked if she 
thought Mr. Walker knew what be was abont, in 
so doing, replied, ‘‘ Oh yes, his mind is all right.” 
He remembered that deceased, apon May 27, was 
ignorant that he had already signed the loan pa- 
pers. Witness read from his diary to that effect. 
Deceased denied that he had signed them, when 
told by witness, and asserted that he had signed 
them several days before. Mra. Morton was 
present at the time. 

THE MARRIAGE. 

With regard to the question which deceased 
asked of * on May il, via: Do you think 
you can treat Mrs, Morton as Mrs. Walker,” 
witness averred that he believed it was asked 
under instructions from Mr. Morton, given 
few moments previous.

He knew the deceased quite well for twenty- 
five years, and was his attorney for seven or 
eight years. He loaned him money, aud 
always regarded bim as a man of vary 
superior business ability. In later years 
however, in 1870, he seemed to be failing, both

o failed mentally very rapidly. Excessive use 
of liquor was the cause. The babit seemed to 
increase with each year. ‘The last time witness 
loaned hin money was im 1871. Since then he 
had refused to loan him apy money. There 
never was any unfriendliness between them. 
The deceased failed, physically, very fast in 
1872 and 1373. He was onee 8 uite corpulent, 
but became latterly so that he 
would not have recognized him. In later years, 
in 1869 or 1870, Mr, Walker hed shoWo some 
leaning toward Spiritualism. At that time he 
showed witness a e to come from 
the spirit world, which, after speaking of the 
fact that he had hada life of toil an trouble 
added that happiness was still in his power 
he embraced an apportanity which would soon 
be offered him. On this occasion he was not at 
all upset by liquor. There was a general weak- 
ening of Mr. Walker's mental powers in late 
years. His judgment and memory seemed to 
decay even before the fire, On the cross-exam- 
ination by Mr. Swett be said that in his prime 
Mr. Walker was one of the most obstinate of 
men. He continued go to the end of life, He 
was full of combativeness and tenacity, and it 
ran into the smallest matters. 

The next witness was 

MR. J. n. DOOLITTLE, n,, 
attorney. He knew Mr. Walker quite well. His 
physical condition was much less vigorous dur- 
ing the last spring than before. About two 
months before his death. he saw Mr. Walker at 
Tom Andrews’ restaurant He wok up a piece 
of raw bacon and chewed it, until Mr, Andrews 
took it from him. It conveyed the impression of 
imbecility, and witness went and informed Otis 
Walker of the incideat, Mr. Walker did not 
geem, at that time, to have been drinking. He 
had a vacant, listless manner. -After his beef- 
steak had been brought to him he was unable to 
cut it. His hands wandered over the table in a 
purposeless way. ‘This was about the middle of 
February. Held no conversation with deceased. 
H. T. EAMES 

He was President of the Commer- 
cial National Bank. Mr. Walker did business 
there from 1870 to 1878, His habits were very 
intemperate. The bank closed business with 
him because it was very unpleasant to have any 
intercourse with him, He would tind fault with 
his accounts. He was abusive, and almost al- 
ways under the influence of liquor. He charged 
the bank with charging accounts twice, When 
sober he was a very pleasant man to do business 
with,—very polite. He showed no signs of men- 
tal decay so ong as he igiew bim.

The time has come when the Piymouth Chureh 
investigation should be conducted openly. The 
considerations which once justified privacy and 
secresy uo longer exist, Mr. Tilton complains 
that a garbled version of his testimony has been 
given to the press by. the counsel for the de- 
tense, and Mr. Tilton has the right to a'correc- 
tion and vindication by the Committee. The 
truth is, that he never said under cross-exami- 
nation, as reported, that he had no evidence of 
Mr. Beecher’s adultery except what Mrs. Tilton 
‘told him. On the contrary, he testified that Mr. 
Beecher had confessed his criminality to him 
(Tilton) and to several other persons, inéluding 
Mr. Moulton. But it is not only to prevent mis- 
representation that we would have the inquiry 
made with open doors. We have already shown 
that the Investigating Committee is quite as 
much on trial as Mr. Beecher. Not only its con- 
clusions, but the processes by which those con- 
clusions are reached, should be subject to scru- 
tiny. The suspicion is now very strong that the 
spirit of the Committee is hostile to the prose- 
cution ; whether it is or not cannot be definitely 
known unless there is opportunity to judge of 
the manner in which witnesses are treated, and 
the license which is allowed to counsel. One of 
the most inexplicable circumstance in connection 
with the inquiry is that there is no counsel for 
the prosecution. We should like to know how 
this want is supplied, if it is supplied at all. 

BEECHER AND CHRISTIANITY. 

We give place to a communication making « 
bitter attack on Theodore Tilton, although we 
deem it for the most part unjust. It is also ir- 
relevant, for the reason that Mr. Tilton is not on 
trial, and for the further reason that the a¢cusa- 
tion against Mr. Beecher, in its present shape, 
does not depend upon Mr. Tilton’s veracity at 
all, or only in very slight degree. Mr. 
Beecher, having acknowledged the genuineness 
of the documents written by himself, is now 
concerned in explaining how he came to be 
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sition and has an eloquent tongue, we care not 
how high or how eloquent, that is the mere 
stubble and chaff of the whole controversy fill- 
ing the eyes of fools so that they cannot see 
straight. It is a superstition that seems to have 
dazed a portion of the New York press, unless, 
indeed, they have been tampered with m other 
ways. The Herald prates like an idiot and the 
World like a bedlamite on this subject. The com- 
mon-sense view of the matter is, that if Beecher 
is extraordinarily gifted, as he is, then so mach 
jess excusable is he for any crime by him com- 
mitted. It is a common failing of mankind, and 
especially of womankind, when a great man sins, 
to gay, He was a genius and couldn't help 
it; let us cover him up with warm blankets, and 
stone off the censorious world.” These weak- 
lings to the extent of their ability demoralize 
their day and generation by teaching that genius 
is an excuse for depravity, and that sin is to be 
measured by the status of the sinner. 


CROAKERS AND CROAKING. 

Just now the prophets of evil are satisfied that 
the last fire has ruined Chicago. Eastern capi- 
taliste are said to be withdrawing their imvest- 
ments; building must cease for years; busi- 
nest is seeking other and safer cities, and every- 
thing bere is going to the demnition bow-wows. 

The fire of the 14th burnt over some sixty 
acres of the city. A few large, substantial build- 
ings were consumed; but at least forty 
acres of the sixty was covered by tbe most 
miserable shanties in the habitable world. 
While to individuals the loss was severe, to the 
community tt e destruction of these fire-traps was 
a positive blessing. Their existence on the south 
side of the business part of the city was a con- 
‘stant menace to its safety. And if even one- 
half of the reforms proposed and the safeguards 
this fire is likely to proauce are carried out, the 
greater security of the city in the future is pur- 
chased at a very low price. 

If our citizens profit by their experience, the 
capitalists in the Eastern States and in Europe 
will very soon have more confidence in Chicago 
than ever before. While a few have withdrawn 
their loans, others have already sent hither funds 
for investment, satisfied that our last great fire 
was not a calamity, and that in fact their invest- 
ments will be better protected than if it had not 
occurred. After the great fire of 1871 the eroak- 
ers made the air blue with their dismal plaints; 
but their voice was soon lost amid the bustle and 
din of the rebuilding of the city. Then came 
the Boston fire to couvince the world that Chica- 
go was not the only city exposed to such ravages. 
That fire and our own scourgings prove that 
every American city is liable to great conflagra- 
tions,—at all events, that Chicago is not singular 
in her liability to destruction. Still, we admit, 
Chicago has had the most emphatic lessons; and 
if now our people would substantially carry out

Tilton have made oath to their statements. When 
they shall have succeeded in explaining the doc- 
uments written by themselves, it will be time 


enough to inquire whether Mr. Tilton is a credi- 


ble witness. They will have no chance of enfilad- 
ing Tilton till they surmount the earthworks 
they have themselves thrown up in his front.

Beecher, we grant, has everything to lose, but 
Christianity nothing! Does Christianity depend 
upon Beecher? Does Christianity depend’ ou 
any man? Are the teachings and example of 
Christ any the less valuable or potent if 
Henry Ward Beecher turns out a Über- 
tine? We would not give a Confederate 
shinplaster for the religion of any man who 
holds so demoralizing a proposition. Is virtue 
any the less virtuous because a man named 
Beecher has transgressed its laws? Non- 
sense! Then why is religion any the less relig- 
ious? All uu amounts to, at the worst, is that a 
wolf in sheep’s clothing has been found and his 
cover stripped off. Christ predicted that such 
would come, and if he were here now we should 
bear him saying to W. C. F. and his like, O, 
ve of little faith!” : 
The real enemies of Christianity in this matter 
are those who seek to involve religion somehow 
in the downfall of Beecher ; and let us say right 
here that, up to the present time, we have not 
heard one scoffer, one infidel, attempt to do so. 
On the contrary, the only ones who have sought 
to construct a yoke between Beecher and Obris- 
tianity, so that it the one falls the other shall go 
down likewise, are professed Christians. We 
have no words to express our contempt for that 
sort of Ohristianity which couples the fate of 
religion with every rascal who has stolen ite 
livery to serve the devil in. The duty of the 
genuine Christian in such a case is to 
thank God they are rid of « Have. 
Even Dogberry haji wit enough for 
that. In almost every case whers the at- 
tempt is made to associate the cause of religion 
with the religious hypocrite, prevarication, 
double dealing, and downright dishonesty ensue. 
If, on the other hand, Christians Would look 
upon an accused person wearing the Christian 
name as they look upon any other person, and 
judge him by the same rules as they judge 
another. remembering that, if he is guilty, he 
has mpned more against the Church than against 


society at large, they would powerfully support 


and strengthen their own cause, and give no 
room for scoffers and unbelievers to aay that they 
are all alike. They are not all alike. Thoy differ 
from each other just as the world’s people differ 
from each other. They have rascals in their 
midst, and they ought to assist in exposing them 
when exposure comes. We verily believe that 
the large majority of the Christian Church be- 
lieve Beecher to be a guilty man. We believe 
that the Brooklyn Congregational Council sep- 
arated with the conviction that there was some- 
thing wrong there. Certainly the phraseology 
of their report implied that an investigation 
should be had before the congregations‘ of Drs. 
Storrs and Budington could be required to 
“‘fellowahip ” the congregation of Plymouth 
Ghureh. They a: least were not for covering up 
things, and the evens has justified far more than 


Asto the fact that Beecher cscupice « high po 
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have no deleterious effect upon the volume of 
business now doing or to be done hereafter. 
Our merchants will sell just as many goods; 
the Board of Trade and warehouses will 
handle as much grain; our manufacturers will 
be as active; our cattle-dealers will handle as 
many animals, and our packers will do as large 2 
business, and all. departments of trade will be 
conducted at as fair a profit as if no fires had oo 
curred. Hence, we say to one and all, stop croak- 
ing, go to work, and the prosperity and the 
growth of the city will take take care of them- 
selves. 


INSURANCE IN CHICAGO. 

The subject of insurance hae peculiar interest 
at this time for the people of this city. Chicago 
has always been a liberal insurer, both on build- 
ings and on merchandise and furniture. Good 
and substantial companies have been attracted 
here, as have also weak companies. While this 
city has furnished u profitable field for well- 
regulated companies, it has been equally pro- 
ductive to that other class who do a reckless 
business. There are certain particulars which 
ought always be presout in every insurance con- 
tract. The insurer should be responsible, and 
should do business in a prudent and careful man- 
ner. Every company ought to be able to decline 
insurance when the risk is more than ordivary, 
and should demand rates that will enable it, in 
case of loss, to meét its obligatlons. The facility 
with which a man can get insurance on any kind 
of building he may choose to erect is a danger to 
the general safety and an ultimate loss to the 
insurer. Each owner ought to be pecuniarily 
interested in not having his property burn down; 
and, as a protection to his own property, he 
should take care that his neighbor's shall not take 
fire. But when each man holds a policy for more 
than his building is worth, and each tenant is 
also insured for the full value of his stock, there 
is an absence of interest in the prevention of 
fire ; and, in case of; monetary stringency, falling 
market, or stagnation in trade, fires will happen, 
and there is s general sell-out to the insurance 
com panies. 

Now this mode of doing business is fatal both 
to insurance companies and to the insured; and 
the remedy is partly with the insurance compa- 
nies, partly with the property-owners, and partly 
with the public authorities. The public author- 
ities should, in the first place, provide adequate 
laws, and rigidly enforce them, regulating the 
manner of building, the materials used, and the 
management of any business of a more than or- 
dinarily hazardous character. They should aim 
to have the city so built that the property would 
be generally free Crom danger from fire, and 
subject only to such accidents as human care 
cannot anticipate. To meet such accidents it 
should have not ouly an available and sufficient 
supply of water, but the machinery and akillful 
hands to arrest such fire, and confine it to the 
place of its origin. 

Under these circumstances insurance com 
panies might take risks at rates far below those 
which are now required for a safe business in 
cities where the public authorities have not done 
their duty to the public. Government in this 
country has degenerated too much into a mere 
struggle for spoils to expect legislation of this 
wholesome character. The only laws for the 
general safety are those ill-digested measures 
that are passed immediately upon the occurrence 
of some startling calamity. Under these cir- 
cumstances, there must be a concert of action 
between respectable insurance companies and 
the property-owners. This class of insurance 
companies must adopt certain principles, viz. ; 
1, Strong discriminating rates; that is, one rate 
of insurance on building 8 and the property there- 
in, where all the architectural protections 
against fire have been secured in the 
construction of the building, and where 
all the means and appliances to extingpish or 
suppress fires have been provided; and a much 
higher rate of insurance on buildings where 
these precautions are not found. An equal 
tariff of insurance is unjust to the owners of 
safely-constructed buildings, and tends to dis- 
courage care in such matters because all classes 
of buildings are charged alike, 2, The respon- 


| mible insuranes cumpanies mast make it 6 oon- 


dition to writing a policy that certain pro- 

tections shall be supplied, and that such modes 
of construction. as are established to be danger- 
ous and fire-inviting shall be changed. In the 
year 1873 the insurance companies of New York 
adopted these discriminating risks, and the 
policy produced an alteration of no less than 622 

business buildings in that city. These alter-, 
ations consisted in the removal of wooden 

Mausard roofs ; the erection of parapet walls 

between warehouses; closing of stairways; 

trapping of hatchwaye and elevators ; closing of 
oom ns; placing of iron-shutters ; 

erection of vertical stand-pipes, etc., etc. These 
changes had the effect of reducing the rates not 
only on these buildings, but upon their contents, 

and upon the other property in the viciuity. 

We have already referred to the fact that much 
of the wooden building property in the city, and 
the stock in trade of the tenants, is excessively 
insured. This is reprebensible, and such in- 
surance, instead of being a benefit to the in- 
sured, is a curse and a menace to the general 
public. Companies taking such risks are con- 
fessedly unworthy of public confidence, and 
should be discoBraged by ali those who, having 
large risks, are deeply interested in maintaining 
responsible insuraace. The other means of 
forcing public attention to the necessity of 
proper precaution against fire is the refusal to 
insure any property beyond three-fourths of the 
value destroyed. In this way each property- 
owner and each tenant is made his own insurer 
to the extent of one-fourth of his loss; but the 
saving in insurance will, as 3 thing, 
cover the cost of proyiding the proper precau- 
tions against fire. The insured, however, will 
enjoy the full benefit of the fact that all his 


| neighbors are equaliy interested in preventing 


fire on their premises. 


PASTOR AND PARISHIONERS. 

Whatever sins the Beecher-Tilton scandal may 
finally disclose, it will probably bave one good re- 
sult. It wul check the great intimacy that now pre- 
vails, as a rule, between a popular preacher and his 
feminine parishioners. Women are more pious 
than men. They idealize more than men. The 
Church means more to them. They are its main 
stay. They are apt to worship God as embodied 
in His servant who ministers to their spiritual 
comfort, or they hate the devil as embodied in 
the minister whom they dislike. When a church 
is divided into two factions, one for and one 
against the pastor, the women are ever the 
fiercest foes. They loveor they hate. Witness 
the McCarthy trial, during which separate en- 
trances had to be provided for the two factions, 
because the feminine church-members fought so 
bitterly. A minister who was driven from a Chi- 
cago church some years ago by the active efforts 
of ove lady said that he had never believedin a 


personal devil until he met Mra. 8 But we | 


are taking the case of s popular preacher,—e 
Phillips Brooks, with his barrelfull of slippers, a 
Dillingham of Aldrich's fiction, who would have 
had to be a centipede to wear all the slippers, 
and a hydra to wear all the smoking-caps he re- 
ceived from admiring ladies of his congregation. 

Such a map is, perforce, on very intimate terms 
with women. He comes to them as a messen- 
ger of the Being they worship and revere. Their 
ready fancy invests him with some of the attri- 
butes of his Master. He can do no wrong. His 
words are holy. Fair devotees relate to him 
their troubles. Such ceaseless adulation can- 
not but harm No man can stand it, 
least of all a member of the single profession 
which deciaims, week after week, to an audience 
that regards doubt or criticism of the declama- 
tion as a ein. A minister gets no healthy criti- 
cism. If he gets, instead of it, constant adula- 
tion, he is in signal danger of becoming a Rev. 
Cream-Cheese. And beyond all this, there lies a 
adeeper pitfall. If be is naturally a man of 
low passions, or if sudden temptation can burn 
through his self-control, his opportunities are 
vast. Is it wonderful that he sometimes yields 
and brings deadly dishonor upon himself and his 
victim,—or himself and his tempter? It is not 
right that the ministry should be exposed to such 
trials. The fact of sex cannot be ignored. A 
man, though arrayed in the straightest of coats 
and the stifest of chokers, is a man still. This 
should be remembered. Enforced, as it has 
been, by the Beecher scandal, it will doubtless 
serve to break up the false social relations which 
now too often exist between pastor and parish- 
ioners.

SMALL FARMS. 

The reaction against the once dominant belief 
in the superior advantages of large farms over 
small is rapidly gaining ground. The large hold- 
ings ard losing ground, in adouble sense. The 
French Revolution established the principle of 
peasant proprietorship so firmly in France that 
neither Bonaparte nor Bourbon has dared to dis- 
turb it. The principle has lately obtained some 
scant recognition in Germany. In Italy, the vast 
estates of the Church have been sold under the 
hammer in many small lots, although 
each foot of ex-ecclesiastical property is 
weighted with the Papal curse upon the 
purchaser. In England, the land-question is 
a great one. Jonn Stuart Mill was an earnest 
advocate of small farms. He traced 
the extinction of the English yeomanry, whose 
cloth-yard arrows won Crecy and Agincourt, to 
the absorption of small holdings by large. Many 
pages of his Politicat Economy” are devoted 
to a reasoned eulogy of the peasant proprietor- 
ship of France. His praises have lately been 
justified by the enormous investments made by 
the peasantry, who hold half the soil of France, 
in M. Thiers’ national loans. The corresponding 
class in England—so far as there is such a class 
has not a penny in the funds. The strike of the 
to this question again.

Mr. Thornton shows by statistics that small 
farms yield better crops to the acre than lar ge 
ones. This, indeed, is a dictate of common 
sense. The smaller the farm, the greater care 
exerted upon it.

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Spectator, in many parts of the country pau- 
perism is almost unknown.“ The habits of 
thrift ineuleated by land-owning have checked 
the reckless multiplication of families. Conserv- 
atism runs with land. The peasantry of France 
ws the one anti-revolutionary element in the 
country. ‘he system promotes avarice, but it is 
better for the poor to be misers than spend- 
thrifts, 

The proposal to allot an acre: or two to each 
agricultural laborer at a fair rent, and allow him 
finally to buy the allotment at a fair price, has 
not been well received by English land-owners. 
One of the Queen's Counsel, Mr. Rodwell, has 
denounced it as the rankest possible com- 
munism.” Thie is a curious thing for a man 
who lives within twelve hours of Paris to say. 
A very few land-owners have put this fright- 
fully communistic theory into practice. Lord 
Spencer has started his laborers with an acre 
apiece. 

It is worth while for American farmors to con- 
sider whether they have not too much land on 
their hands. Too many of them have“tccumu- 
lated acres and mortgages together. By aban- 
doning the foolish attempt to outstrip each other 
in acreage, and by concentrating their work on 
comparatively small areas, they might make 
mere money in the end. if they cannot sell 
their surplus land, they might lease it to their 
present employes, and so aid others while aiding 
themselves. If they can get as much wheat from 
75 acres as they get now from 125, why sbould 
they carry the dead-weight of the extra 50? 


It has been remarked that, this year, while the 
number of emigrants from Germany to this 
country was increasing from mouth to month 


and from week to week, there has been a coun- 


ter stream of emigrants back to the old country. 
A correspondent of the Staats- Zeitung, writing 
from Rastadt, under date of June 29, undertakes 
to account for this singular phenomenon. Many, 
he thinks, are led back to Germany by the notion 
that there, at present, they will find better men 
and a better condition of business than in this 
country. This is characterized as a sentimental 


illusion. It is supposed by many that Ger- 


many, since the last war, is «a kind 
of paradise. It is thought that the 
political revolution which has been accomplished 
in Germany has led to a corresponding revolu- 
tion in German views, ideas, and manners, The 
correspondent of the dSlaals-Zeilung warns all 
who have left Germany for this country in 
search of a home, and now think of returning, 
that this is a great mistake, and that they would 
be sure to find the place only such as it was 
when they left it. Those who did not find the 
principles of the German Constitution to their 
taste some years ago will not be any better 
pleased with them as they are at present. The 
poorest classes in America are rich compared 
with the poorest classes in Germany. If the 
outlook here is dreary, there it is more dreary. 
If the chances of improving one’s condition are 
small here at any given time, there they are much 
smaller. Wages are not ashigh. The of 
living is increasing. So much for the material 
mde of the question. But, says our informant, 
if one is looking for liberty, it would be a gross 
error to suppose one could find it in Germany 
where military rule obtains. It is felt that 
France and the Ultramontanes have been made 
the excuse for depriving Germany of a great 


many privileges. Many feel that the general 


legisiation introduced against the Church will 
be continued; and that a precedent is estab- 
lished for further interference with personal 
liberty. The correspondent of the Staats- Zeitung 
may state some good grounds for the return of 
Germans to the Fatherland. He omits one of the 
principal,—the panic last fall, which brought so 
many enterprises to a stand-still and heces- 
sitated the discharge of so many laborers.

Yes- 
terday morning the Times again took up the 
cudgel for the house in a characteristic item stat- 
‘ing that the injury dome to the hotel by the 
misstatement had been so great that a week's ad- 
vortising had not regained it its lost business 
and prestige. A [TRIBUNE reporter examined 
the register-book of the hotel in question, and 
found that, during the ten days previous to the 
day following the fire, eighteen pages of guests 
were registered, while during the ten days sub- 
sequent twenty-four pages were filled up. It is 
stated that the proprietor of the hotel is waiting 
with extreme anxiety for ‘another fire, and if one 
occurred would be willing to pay $200 to be ad- 
vertised in Tun Trisuns as burned out, and 
$300 more to have the statement corrected again 
inthe same paper the morning following. If 
there are any sharp men in Chicago they are 
hotel-keepers.

trial. The land is now worth $1,000 per acre,
